HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT 


Communicable diseases reported to the Health 
Officer during 1963 were as follows: 

Erysilepas—1; Scarletina—4; Mumps—15; In- 
fluenza—72; Streptococcal Throat—73 ; Chicken Pox 3; 
German Measles—19; Measles—1; Virus Pneumonia— 
9; Scarlet Fever—1; Bronchopneumonia—8; Scabies 
—1l; Impetigo—9; Trenchmouth—2; Roseola—1; 
Laryngeotracheitis—1. 
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Most of these diseases were at or below the usual 
yearly average. There was a moderate outbreak of 
“Flu” in the Winter and Spring months, but the large 
number of people having annual inoculations against 
this disease kept the number of cases down. 

A rather serious outbreak of Streptococcal Sore 
Throat occurred in July following a wedding recep- 
tion, with many cases being treated. A thorough in- 
vestigation was conducted with the co-operation of 
the State Department of Health, and the exact source 
of the infecting organism could not be determined. 
Such outbreaks are a real threat in the hot summer 
months when large amounts of food are prepared for 
picnics, etc., even when the most exacting precautions 
are taken. 

Due to the presence of rabies in wild animals 
in Northern Coos County, clinics were sponsored by 
the State Department of Health for inoculation of cats 
and dogs and these were well attended. A notice was 
published in the local newspaper instructing people 
what to do in case of bites by cats, dogs, or wild 
animals. 

The new Swimming pool did not present any 
particular public health problems due to careful super- 
vision by the personnel in charge, although there were 
several cases of rather severe sunburn due to over- 
exposure early in the season. 

The Groveton water supply remained adequate 
both in quantity and quality, but considerable bacterial 
contamination was noted in the Northumberland- 
Guildhall supply. Emergency chlorination was carried 
out and some offensive matter removed from the reser- 
voir. Eventually this supply should also have a perm- 
anent chlorinator installed.

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PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE’S REPORT

During the year 1963, 76 visits were made in the 
town. These visits were as follows:

The Sabin Oral Polio program was carried out 
extensively in the community, 1,176 immunizations 
were received by school children and school personnel, 
1,071 adult immunizations and 97 pre-school immuni- 
zations. 

In the spring, the Immunization program for 
Diptheria, Tetanus, and Whooping Cough protection, 
plus Sabin Vaccine was again held. 265 pre-school 
children received D.P.T., 29 children received D.T., 
and 61 children received the Sabin Vaccine. 

In April, the Heaf testing program for tubercu- 
losis detection was done in the school, 224 children 
were tested. At the Chest Diagnostic Clinic, 63 people 
were screened. 

15 children have attended the Orthopedic Clinic 
in Berlin during the year, and 10 children have at- 
tended the Pediatric Cardiology Clinics in Lancaster. 

It is indeed a pleasure to work with the Citizens 
of Northumberland, and I would like to thank them 
for their co-operation during the year, especially, the 
volunteer workers who gave so freely of their time at 
the clinics.

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CIVIL DEFENSE DIRECTOR’S REPORT 


We were honored with a visit of personnel from 
Regional Headquarters of Harvard, Mass. and from 
personnel representing Mr. Pittman, Undersecretary 
of Defense from the Pentagon of Washington, D.C. 
This inspection of our capabilities was gratifying, as 
we were mentioned in the magazine ‘‘Fall-Out,” a 
national publication of Civil Defense as a model for 
co-operation of town citizens and industry facilities. 

Completed storage of enough food, medical, radio- 
logical and sanitation supplies to take care of 1,600 
persons for a minimum period of two weeks. We are 
short 900 of our goal of 2,500 but our plans for our 
food store supplies should cover this shortage. 

Mr. John Edgerly and myself completed the shelter 
manager’s course and through a 40 hour period of 
using shelter supplies, found it can be done without 
too much trouble. From this course I can report that 
we will not have many problems living and eating in 
our shelter areas. 

We installed another warning unit at the village 
of Northumberland, located on the roof of the mill 
and is connected to the console here at Groveton. We 
tested all warning units by playing Christmas carols 
and received many compliments. This year, plans are 
being made to test these units once a week and you 
will be advised when this takes effect. 

We received a new short wave radio which will 
allow us extended coverage of communications with 
other towns. This set will be used once a week on a 
radio net, set up for the State of N. H. and will elim- 
inate many phone calls now made. 

There has been classes for wardens and Auxiliary 
police, conducted by the N. H. State Police and will 
hold classes in the near future for medical self help. 
We received a new training kit which has movie frames 
and instruction guide with booklets on First Aid for 
the students. 

Have attended clubs and visited homes this past 
year explaining Civil Defense as it affects us here in 
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Groveton. Again I would like to say, I will be only too 
glad to answer or arrange meetings or movies for 
anyone or any club that has any questions about Civil 
Defense. 

I wish to thank everyone for their continued help 
and co-operation, without this we would not be pre- 
pared to survive in case of a national emergency. 

When you hear the warble siren, do not waste 
time as this will mean this country is under attack. 
Make your way to the shelter, located in the Groveton 
Papers Co., where plans for your survival will be 
carried out.

School Auditorium in said town, on the second Tuesday 
of March next, March 10, 1964, to act upon the subjects 
hereinafter mentioned. The polls wiil be open at said 
place and date from 9:00 o’clock in the forenoon until 
6:00 o’clock in the afternoon for the reception of your 
ballots under the Australian Ballot Laws; furthermore, 
you are hereby warned that on said date and place, at 
9:30 o’clock in the forenoon, the matters of appropria- 
tions and such other business properly coming before 
said meeting will be taken up for your consideration 
and action. 

Article 1.* To choose by Ballot the following town 
officers for the ensuing year: a town clerk, a town trea- 
surer, and two auditors.

C. (If the vote on No. 16B is in the affirmative, pass 
over No. 16C; if the vote on No. 16B is in the negative) 
to see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of Five Thousand Nine Hundred Ninety-four Dol- 
lars ($5,994.00) and pay such sum into the Aeronautical 
Fund and for this purpose to authorize the Selectmen

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failed REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Hereby submitted is my annual report as your 
Superintendent of Schools. 

As you know, we had a very large turnover of 
staff in Groveton this year and were very fortunate 
in hiring very qualified and competent replacements. 
We are striving to do everything in our power to cut 
down the rate of turnover in Groveton. There are many 
and varied reasons for this and we are trying to make 
inroads to curb this tendency. This cannot be done 
overnight, but we feel we are on the right track. 

In studying the present and past curriculums, and 
in viewing the present physical plant and noting the 
many changes that have taken place this last year, the 
town can be justly proud of these renovations especially 
in the field of Science. These facilities will assist us 
in providing for a more comprehensive program to 
meet the needs of educating our children and keeping 
them abreast of the many changes that have taken 
place in the fields of education. We are going to embark 
on an ambitious program to keep up with the demands 
and needs of our student body especially in the non 
college or terminal group. We are doing quite well per- 
taining to meeting the needs of the college prep stu- 
dents. It is the feeling of the Board and the Super- 
intendent that we should study the needs of our ter- 
minal students to see if we canot do more in this 
area. Any changes that are needed will be brought 
about taking into consideration the physical plant, the 
present faculty, the student needs, and the ability to 
finance these programs. This of necessity must be a 
long range program and we have a limited budget and 
we must gear ourselves accordingly without sacrificing 
the quality of education. 

Next year we are hoping to provide an Art Pro- 
gram for Grades 1 through 12. Putting in this program 
will make us eligible to become a Comprehensive High 
School. Art will be offered to Grades 1 through 12 and 
will be compulsory for all students in Grades 7 and 
8 and wil! be an elective status for Grades 9 through 


12 School Report 


12. The Art Supervisor will work directly with the 
teachers and students in Grades 1 through 6. We have 
screened many fine candidates for this position and 
are hopeful of getting a teacher who will be an asset to 
the staff and curriculum of Groveton. 

We are going to implement a Driver Education 
Course for high school students. We already have a 
qualified instructor who is on the high school staff. 

The first step in meeting the needs of our terminal 
students is providing a new Social Studies teacher to 
handle Courses that are not now being offered to our 
terminal groups. 

I would like to touch briefly on the Elementary 
School. This year with the co-operation of Mr. Lennon 
and the staff we have implemented departmentalization 
in the 5th and 6th grades. This gave our students an 
enriched program in specific subject matter areas. The 
results to date have been very gratifying and we are 
going to continue this next year. 

The 1st Grade Reading Program has been 
strengthened with a new phonetic approach which 
combines letter and groups of letter sounds as further 
aids to more intelligent interpretation of language. 

In the 1st Grade this year, we have introduced 
the Greater Cleveland Mathematics Program which 
challenges the students to think through problems 
rather than the old rote method of memorization. These 
results have also been very gratifying. 

We have started in a very small way to build up 
an Elementary School Library. 

My recommendations for following years would 
be to provide a teacher for Physical Education for 
both boys and girls so that we may give needed atten- 
tion to the Physical Fitness Program as advocated 
by the late John Fitzgerald Kennedy and Lyndon B. 
Johnson, President of the United States. We have an 
excellent physical plant that is not being used through 
the day with the exception of assemblies. We have 
adequate storage facilities that should be used for a 
Comprehensive Physical Education Program. 

We would like to think about expanding the Com- 
mercial Department so that our women students can 
be better prepared in securing a position in industry 
and commercial fields. 
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We would like to provide a late bus so that our 
students might participate in extracurricular activities 
and allow our students to meet with teachers for extra 
help after school. In line with this, we are planning 
to eliminate the 7th period or activity period. This 
time we feel could be much better devoted to providing 
us with more time to schedule our Laboratories, back 
to back periods for Shop, Home Economics, Office 
Practice, Music and Art. It is not feasible to have fine 
Science Laboratories, Music Room, Home Economies 
Room, and Shop, and not utilize them to the fullest. 

As you know, we have hired a full-time Guidance 
Director and this department, in my estimation, is the 
heart of any school system. To free him from un- 
necessary clerical responsibilities, we would like to 
provide him with secreatrial assistance. It just doesn’t 
seem feasible to have the Guidance Director doing sec- 
retarial work and wasting his talents this way when 
he should be counseling students, meeting with parents 
and teachers, for which he is so eminently qualified. 

- The Guidance Services Department is concerned 
with the “total child.” Services should be offered to 
any student who is faced with a problem of choice 
or adjustment. This might emanate from the selection 
of a particular subject or to the most severe case of 
personal adjustment. The proper placement of a stu- 
dent within the curriculum and within the Program 
of Studies is also a very essential and important facet 
of Guidance. Presently, the Guidance Department has 
been working on four major areas: 

1. Student Inventory: This phase of Guidance 
deals with the student’s cumulative folders 
or more simply put, the past records of our 
students regarding class deportment, absentee- 
ism, aptitudes, abilities, testing, scores, etc. 
These folders have been perused and brought 
up-to-date and all pertinent information prop- 
erly departmentalized. 

2. Information Service: This Guidance service 
provides the student with accurate and up-to- 
date materials regarding colleges, junior coll- 
eges, and vocational institutions. In line with 
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this, the Guidance Director has requested two 
additional bulletin boards so that the students 
might be kept visually informed as to various 
careers and/or vocations available plus schol- 
arship opportunities. 

8. Placement: Of necessity, the placement pro- 
gram has been concerned with the Senior Class 
members so they may have time to ascertain 
and investigate the opportunities available 
upon graduation. Group meetings have been 
held on the average of once a week to imple- 
ment this program. Regarding the college 
bound students, these students have been 
apprised of the various testing dates of the 
College Entrance Examining Boards. Future 
nurses have to take National League for 
Nurses’ Entrance Examinations and _ the 
Senior students have also taken Preliminary 
Scholastic Aptitude Tests which are necessary 
for competing for scholarship monies. To date 
thirty-four representatives of colleges, voca- 
tional schools, nursing schools, business 
schools, and Armed Forces have visited 
Groveton High School and talked with in- 

- terested students and the Guidance Director. 

4. Counseling Service: This is the area in which 
the greatest amount of time of the Guidance 
Director is employed for here is where the 
professionally trained person is needed. Every 
student is an individual and his abilities and 
aptitudes must be treated as such. During the 
counseling service the Director is responsible 
for advising students regarding colleges, vo- 
cational employment, individual test inter- 
pretation, personal counseling with student 
and parent, course selections, and a myriad 
of other questions that are constantly brought 
to his attention. , 

This year we have implemented a Language Arts 
Curriculum Revision Committee to delve into the ram- 
ifications of our English Programs. In studying the 
results of our graduate students, we feel that it would 
behoove us to establish Courses of Studies and syllabi 
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for each subject matter area so we could get a better 
and more coherent educational program and that we 
could better correlate the teachings in the Elementary 
with the High School so that foundations can be laid 
for continuity between the Elementary and High School 
academic programs. In line with this, a Curriculum 
Revision Program has been started and because of the 
universal need of English this was the first area that 
we have approached. Consultants have been brought in 
from the State Department of Education and colleges 
and universities along with the leading consultants 
from various text companies. This has enabled us to 
better understand the needs of the Elementary and 
Secondary levels of education and it let us know what 
is going on in the fields of English throughout the 
United States and this will enable us to better ascertain 
what would be applicable in our respective areas. 

We have embarked on a long range program and 
plan to do a like study in the areas of Mathematics, 
Science, Social Studies, Business Education and In- 
dustrial Arts. This is a very ambitious program, but 
I feel one that is very necessary and will be rewarding 
to all concerned. 

Recognizing the need for a remedial program we 
are advocating the acquisition of a Language Labora- 
tory for here the English, Language, Business Educa- 
tion, Science, Mathematics, Social Studies Denart- 
ments and the Elementary School can share equally in 
working with students who need remedial help. The 
Language Laboratory can be utilized in all afore- 
mentioned areas in not only working with our college 
prep students but equally well with our slow learner 
or remedial type of student. This coupled with a 
reading machine, we feel, will compensate for the lack 
of a remedial teacher, and if one could be found it 
would not be economically feasible to hire her. 

We would like to add more reading and reference 
materials to the Elementary School Library. 

We are presently revising our accounting system 
and setting up a system with checks and balances. We 
also have instituted a new requisition arrangement so 
we can follow through and post every item that is 
needed for the running of the school plant. This will 
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give us an accurate picture of our expenditures and 
balances regarding our budgetary allowances for the 
school district. 

In conclusion, I should like to take this opportunity 
to thank the townspeople and School Board for the 
very gracious way in which they have received our 
educational philosophies. You have been most co- 
operative. — 

Sound and appropriate educational goals are not 
easily attained and cannot be realized without under- 
standing and a spirit of co-operativeness. The Board, 
administrative staff, teachers, and I have worked as 
a very cohesive team. It has been most rewarding. 

We have lofty goals and ideals, but we must also 
realize that ‘‘Rome wasn’t built in a day” and that 
each philosophy for a school must meet with the needs 
and economic potential of the immediate district. 
Things that are needed and vital to our community 
would not be applicable to another. We must adapt 
what we have to what we need and pattern our think- 
ing and aspirations to what we feel will be adequate 
for our present environmental situation.
